Many House* Were Burned and Dam­ 


aged in the City—Crew of One Air­ 


ship Perishes in Flames of Craft. 


London, Sept. 25.—Fifteen of the big­ 
gest newest type of Zeppelins, built 
especially by Germany for an attack 
on London, took part in the greatest 
air raid that England has bad to with­ 
stand since the beginning ot Lie war. 
Three of the super-Zeppelins m an­ 
aged to reach London and d r o p p e d 
bombs into the southern and south­ 
eastern districts of the city killing
